In the examination ef Philp to-day 
the defense called to the stand H. L. 
Morey. 

He testified: I live in Lawrence, 
Mass., and was born jin Lowell. I am 
a common laborer. I entered the army 
in 61, and remained until 65.. Here 
is my discharge. 

I know Henry L. Morey; he is my 
uncle. He lived in New Hampshire 
in Fisherville, for some years. He 
afterwards traveled for a commercial 
house in Philadelphia. I then lost 
track of him for three years, as I was 
in South America. Oa my return I 
saw him in the fall of "77 and spring 
of 78. _I went to Lyon to see my step-} 
mother and met him. I met him there 


March, °79. Iwas in Lynn get- 

ting papers signed for my pensioti 
which I lost by not being present at 
the biennial examinatron. I went with 
him to the City Hall. I have seen 
Henty L. Morey write and know his 
handwriting. The signature in the 
register of the Kirtland House, of 
Lynn, Mass., shown me is the signa- 
ture of Henry L. Morey, as late as 
February 29, 79. _I also find his sig- 
nature here under date of October 17, 
79. It reads, “ H. L. Morey, Lynn.”
